Alexander Capie Shand, former chief 
engineer of the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
and for twenty-one years a resident of 
Narberth, died Saturday at his home at 
the Cambridge, Alden Park, Gernian- 
town. at the age of seventy-one years 
He had been ill for 
several months. 

Funeral services 
held .Monday at the 
Narberth Presbyte- 
rian Church at 2:30 
were in charge of the 
Rev. John Van Ness, 
pastor of the church, 
and the Rev. R. B. 
Beattie, pastor of the 
First Presbyterian 
Church of Fast Orange, N. .]. 

Honorary pall hearers included 
Thomas Skilhnan, of Ardmore; Wes- 
ley C. Fitzgerald, of Rydal; Horace 
Rooz, of Wyimewood; Alan Sloane, of 
Cynwyd; John F. Murray, of Moylan; 
Thomas Cobert, of Germantown; W. 
S. B. McCaleb, of St. Davids, and Ed- 
ward S. Haws, of Narberth. Inter- 
ment took place in Valley Forge Cem- 
etery. 

Air. Shand. who was born in Scot- 
land, came to this country in 1878. The 
following year he began work with 
the Pennsylvania Railroad. Promo- 
tions followed and in 1906 he became 
chief engineer of the entire system, 
which position he held until appointed 
assistant to the vice president in 1927. 
In this post he assisted in the develop- 
ment of plans for the Pennsylvania's 
new terminal at West Philadelphia. 

He retired from active service in 
July, 1928, at the age of seventy, uni- 
versally recognized as an outstanding 
leader in the field of railroad engineer- 
ing. 

Mr. Shand's interest in community 
affairs was very strong. One of the 
founders of the Narberth Civic Asso- 
ciation, he was instrumental in that 
organization's development of Nar- 
brook Park. Air. Shand was also re- 
sponsible for the acquisition of the

Bus Company Seeks to 

Discontinue Two Lines 

A petition was filed with the Public 
Service Commission on February 25 
by the Montgomery Bus Company, 
owned by the 1'. R. R. and P. R. T„ 
asking permission to discontinue the 
Narberth Short Line and the Wynne- 
wood Road — Bryn Mawr Line. 

When interviewed in his office at 
Bryn Mawr on Tuesday, an official of 
the bus company stated that he had 
nothing to say about the matter until 
a decision was handed down by the 
Public Service Commission. 

It is thought that lack of sufficient 
patronage on these two lines is re- 
sponsible for the action. The Wynne- 
wood Road line, operating from Over- 
brook to Bryn Mawr, through Wynne- 
wood Road and Montgomery Avenue, 
was put into operation in March, 1928. 
Several protests were made at the 
time, particularly by Merion residents, 
but they proved unavailing. 

The Narberth Short Line, running 
from the Narberth station to Fifty- 
fourth Street and City Line, through 
Cynwyd and Bala, was originally oper- 
ated by Vincent Mariani, of Narberth. 
It was taken over by the Philadelphia 
Suburban Transit Company, and pur- 
chased by the Montgomery Bus Com- 
pany about four years ago. 

No action on the matter has yet 
been taken by the Public Service Com- 
mission.

What constitutes a fire hazard? 
That question is now perplexing Nar- 
berth Borough officials in the case of 
a garage being erected by Corindo 
Nepi in the rear of his property at 
245 Hampden Avenue, Narberth, which 
backs up against Woodbine Avenue 
properties, on which work was ordered 
stopped by Fire Chief Charles V. Noel 
on the ground that it constituted a fire 
hazard. 

A protest was made at Council Mon- 
day night by Louis di Louis, 234 
Woodbine Avenue, against the garage 
because it shuts oft' the light in the 
rear of his house, being right right up 
to the property line and two stories in 
height. Louis pointed out the impos- 
sibility of using the window as a means 
of escape in case of of fire, due to the 
garage being built so close to it. 



The case is further complicated by 
an overlapping of Borough Ordinances 
on the subject. In accordance with 
Ordinance No. 216, approved January 
8, 1923, a private garage may not be 
erected closer than ten feet to any 
building. Then in conflicting terms the 
Zoning Ordinance, adopted July 14, 
1924, states that in a business district 
buildings may be erected to cover the 
entire lot of the owner subject only 
to restrictions as to access and set- 
backs for the walls with openings. 

The garage in question is fourteen 
feet by twelve feet, and was to be 
located on the southeast corner of the 
property. It was found that due to the 
narrow width of the lot there was not 
enough room to get the car into the 
garage if located in that corner. Mr.

Building a Community 

So much reference is made to the "Main Line" in the Philadelphia 
area that a stranger is likely to consider the section as approaching a 
fair-sized unincorporated city that might well adopt a municipal form of 
government. If he were to dwell anywhere from Overbrook to I'aoh long 
enough to acquire the feel of things, however, he would realize that each 
of the several communities of which the Main Line is comprised has a 
character and individuality peculiar to itself. Similar in many respects 
there are points of contrast between Menem and Haverford, Narberth 
a.nd Cynwyd, Ardmore and Bryn Mawr. . 

It is always of especial interest, therefore, to watch the beginning 
a-nd subsequent development of a new community. Questions that arise 
a-re- Will it measure up to its predecessors? What type of people will 
make their homes in it? Will its growth be slow and substantial or of 
the mushroom variety? 

Latest and to all appearances most welcome ot the new community 
movements is that of Penn Valley. Interested in it are some of the 
keenest business men in the suburbs, but men also recognized as civic 
leaders Announcements of their plans to date indicate a desire to erect 
upon the background of a naturally beautiful setting improvements har- 
monious in every detail. Prediction is guesswork, but it is an early guess 
that Penn Valley will be another stronghold against the encroachment 
of the less desirable urban aspects. 



Prepare to Vote 

On Tuesday and Wednesday next registry assessors will sit at the 
polling places in each district of 1 xnver Merion Township and Narberth 
to enroll the names of those not already on the lists. It behooves every 
citizen, not already registered, to take this preliminary step that he may 
be eligible to vote at the May primaries and at the November election. 
Every year the press, generally, urges registration as a matter of civic 
duty," but this year in particular there is need that the total vote cast be 
representative of the composite tenets of Pennsylvania on several ques- 
tions of extreme importance. 

The State's two most important offices are to be filled, those of 
Governor and of junior United States Senator. Were there no other 
issue at stake except the selection of the best men for the posts, that 
should be sufficient to bring out the electorate in force. Hut it seems 
quite probable there will be vastly important issues involving State politi- 
cal control, industry, labor and the perennial problem of Prohibition. 
These are a few of the direct and indirect questions the voter must 
answer in casting his ballot. 

In all probability the Republican primaries will be the deciding 
factor, so register Tuesday or Wednesday—in time to vote when your 
ballot will carry its most weight.

You and I differ fundamentally, bas- 
ically, radically. Our temperaments 
and our mentalities (conceding for the 
sake of the argument the existence of 
such a thing in you) clash and clash 
again.

Your idea, seemingly, is that 
it should be none of these. Let us do 
away with all deceiving appearances 
and call it "Uncle Cy's Cemetery." 
The last resting place of decayed 
brains and wandering minds. 

Any of the lower strata of the genus 
moron can contribute a member suffi- 
ciently intelligent to borrow a thesau- 
rus and copy down a list of words 
which he can never hope either to pro- 
nounce or understand. Your audience 
has done nothing to merit the cruel and 
unusual punishments of Mie last few 
weeks. If Florence Evans insists 
further upon being as supremely in- 
fantile as your worthy self. I, for one, 
will contribute my share towards the 
costs of her midday meal, to the end 
that she may be silenced at least tem- 
porarily. 

As for Rebecca Jackson, the lady 
who has taken for fifty years an inter- 
est in prohibition (or was it gin drink- 
ing?), all that can be said is that fifty 
more years of interest applied to the 
subject will probably prove insufficient 
to rectify her sublime misconceptions. 
Freedom to err as an American birth- 
right?

Those in the latter 
stages of senility, I imagine, charac- 
teristically attempt to derive pleasure 
from the thought that youth is has- 
tening to the bow-wows.
